On November 5, 1923, a fraud order was issued against the Oriental Univ- 
ersity, H. P. Holler, President, and their officers and agents as such, at 
Washington, D. C., and North Beach, Maryland, upon evidence satisfying the 
Postmaster General that under those names a scheme was being conducted for 


obtaining money through the mails by means of false and fraudulent pretenses, 


. representations and promises, in violation of Sections 3929 and 4041 of the 


Revised Statutes of the United States, as amended. 

The said scheme was fully described in the memorandum of this office 
dated November 5, 1923, upon which the said fraud order was based. 

Briefly, the scheme consisted in representations by Helmuth P. Holler, 
the promoter, to the effect that the Oriental University was an institution 


of learning of high character and standing, with facilities for instructing 


students in residence or by correspondence, and that the said institution 


* 


has distinguished patrons, a large faculty, and numbers among its graduates 
a great many persons all over the world; whereas, the evidence showed that 
the institution is without standing among other institutions of learning 
both in this country and abroad; that its so-called "patrons" are persons 
who have been dead for a great many years and who had no connection whatever 
with the institution while living; that the long list of "members of the fac- 
ulty" was carried in the catalogue and other literature for advertising pur- 
poses, said persons performing no duties as members of the faculty; and fur- 
ther that the list of students was augmented by the names of persons who were 


never matriculated in the institution. 


This office is now in receipt of evidence showing that under date of Nov- 
ember 12, 1923, seven days after the issuance of the fraud order above men- 
tioned, the following circular letter was mailed at Owings, Maryland.
